As be 
was the first rien man who had 
ever shown any disposition to 
help the State we may have becn a 
little enthusiastic, but have no 
apologies to offer for our frieni- 
ship to Mr. Newlands. We do not 
care whether he ison the “Great 
Register” or not, or whether be 
“voted at the last primary,” 
be has proven by his acts 
to be in sympathy’ with 
the people, and if it is 
lucousistency to render him all the 
encouragement aud assistance in 
our power, they set us down as 
“Inconsistent.” If Nevada hada 
few more such men as Mr. New- 
lauds she would not be down in 
the dump as she fs to-day, but un- 
for unately she bas but ONE MAN 
who is able to render us any aid, 
and there seems to be a determined 
effort on the part of many to 
drive even him away.
